It may be illegal, girls, to use 

a Toni, or any other home perm- 
anent wave, if bills now before 
the California Jegislature are pass- 
ed. 
Women of the state are now 
leveling their sights on a meas- 
ure which is up for hearing be- 
‘fore the assembly public health 
committee, Tuesday, April 5. 

The bill is known as AB 1542, 
introduced by Assemblyman John 
Evans, Los Angeles. It would ab- 
solutely prohibit the sale of any 
home waving device or substance 
which would be used by anyone 
except a licensed cosmetologist. 

Thus the sale, offering or ad- 
vertisement of such a popular 
home kit as Toni Wave woull be 
made illegal if it is to be used 
by a housewife or miss. 

Since Toni Wave and other sim- 
ilar easy-to-apply home waves 
, were put on the market about 
two years ago thousands of Cal- 
ifornia women have _ beautified 
their hair inexpensively and with 
‘a minimum of bother. 


They were adamant against any | 


attempts to take away this new- 
found freedom from expensive 
hair-dos and have not been hesi- 


tant in letting members of the 
state legislature know how they 
feel. One bill, introduced by 


Kathryn Niehouse of San Diego, 
has already been buried in Cali- 
fornia legislature.

4. Rinse in the remaining holf 
of the paraffin solvent. 


5. Rub dry with a soft cotton | 


cloth. 
6. Polish with a2 flannel or flan- 
nelette cloth.

doors. Never use gasoline, ben- 
zine, or cleaners’ naptha as they 
are extremely explosive and burn 
readily.

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NEEDLES FOR WALL STREET 


The Federal Reserve Board's action last week in cutting 
the cash down payment required on stock purchase seems 


to have provided the shot in the arm needed to stimulate | 


the flow of venture capital. The resultant increase in stock 
markét™activity confirms the belief of most economists that 
relaxing margin curbs was a necessary step in the transi- 
tion from inflation to deflation. 

A needle of another sort was given Wall Street by a 
national Railway Brotherhood publication which editorializes, 


“Don't let them lure your dollar.” Telling readers of a Stock | 


Exchange advertising campaign to induce Americans to in- 
vest in stocks, the editorial warns against risking money in 
anything but Government bonds. 

Still another needle appeared last week in the Russian 
Tass news agency's story of the New York meeting of the 
so-called Congress for World Peace, which was attended by 
several Russian delegates. Acclaiming the meeting a great 
success, Tass reported that delegates had to be conducted by 
police fhrough giant picket lines which had assembled at the 
bidding“ of Wall Street. Strangely enough, the dispatch didn’t 
explain why Wall Street allowed the police to protect the 
delegates. 

Wall Street is so used to needles that it probably won't 
take much notice of Tass’ attack. And the response to the cut 
in mqrgin requirements shows that investors haven't taken 
the warning against Wall Street's “lures” very seriously. 

The stock market, after all, still functions to measure the 
flow of risk capital to business ventures. Fortunately, the 
countfy-wide gambling fever that sent stock prices shooting 
to impassible figures in 1929 is noticeably lacking today.

It's been America’s glory that generations of immigrants 
have dnocked on our doors for admission to the land of 
opportunity and freedom. Millions of people in other lands, 
where living standards are low and freedom lies wounded, 
would jump at the chance today.
